She is the champion butter producer 
of Canada, and is beaten by but one 
other for milk, and that is her stable 
mate, Zarilda Clothilde 3d De Kol, 
whose milk records are even more 
phenomenal. Calving at the age of 
four years two months she produced 
123.9 lb. milk in a day, 831.4 lb. in 7 
days, 3304.8 lb. in 30 days, 6605.9 Ib. in 
60 days, 10,490 lb. in 100 days. The 
last two records are World’s Records 
for any age or class, while the first 
three are World’s Records in her class 
by substantial margins. She is still 
giving over 110 lb. milk per day, even 
though the weather is very hot. It 
looks as though the Pacific coast con- 
ditions were more conducive to heavy 
milk production than any other sec- 
tion, for of the six cows that have pro- 
duced over 800 Ib. milk in a week, 
one is a product of New York State, 
one of Wisconsin, and the other four 
of California, Washington and British 
Columbia. 

In the Colony Farm herd are ten 
cows with one day milk records above 
100 lb., all made since October 1912. 
As far as we know, no other herd in 
the world can equal this showing.

We believe, that the men who build 
on a foundation of good normal butter 
records, made from a large amount of 
milk, are the men that are going to 
reap the certain reward during the 
coming years. In this connection it 
is interesting to consider the sort 
of sire which is being used at Colony 
Farm to mate with this greatest 
string of milkers ever assembled. Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Newman is his name, 
and in every respect he is worthy of 
his position. His dam, Margie New- 
man, holds the World’s one-day milk 
record, with a production of 136.5 lb.

Individually he is just as good as 
his breeding, having won first prize 
in his class and Reserve Champion- 
ship at the Dominion Exposition 1919. 
None of his daughters have freshened 
as yet, but they are described as a 
remarkably promising lot. The first 
one to be born on Colony Farm is 
shown in one of the accompanying 
illustrations. The heifer was five 
months old at the time the photo- 
graph was taken. One of the very 
best ones is Colony Madam Posch 
Pauline, who as her name indicates, 
was from Madam Posch Pauline, 
whose achievements have been pre- 
viously cited.

Herd Improvement Gained by Beiter

T HAS BEEN STATED that one- 
third of our dairy cows are kept 
at a loss, one-third pay for the feed 
eaten, and the other third make a 
profit on the food consumed. This 
variation in the production of dairy 
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mals that the average production can 
be raised. 


This works to advantage in two 
ways. It enables one to dispose of the 
unprofitable stock, thus raising the 
average of the animals left in the 
herd; and it also gives a better work- 
ing basis for future breeding opera- 
tions.

stock makes it imperative that the 
better producers be segregated from 
the inferior stock. If breeding is to 
be continued and play its part in herd 
improvement it is necessary that the 
best stock in the herd be culled from 
the poorer animals and these used 
as a basis for the future herd. Time 
and attention given to this will result 
as advantageously and with as much 
profit as any other phase of the ques- 
tion. In the natural habitat it is doubt- 
ful whether the cow produced more 
milk than was-necessary to feed the 
calf. This milking habit was undoubt- 
edly transmitted quite regularly, and 
it was not until cattle were in a state 
of domestication and milk was used 
as human food that some attention 
was paid to increasing the milking 
function. Although natural variations 
to secrete milk appeared in the abili- 
ty of some of this early stock it has 
only of recent years been recognized 
as one of the best means of increasing 
average herd production. The quan- 
tity and quality of milk normal to the 
breed will usually be transmitted 
by our dairy stock. Often, however, 
there are outstanding animals which 
will produce more than the average, 
and it is by the selection of these ani-

best stock should be selected since the 
tendency of production is very large- 
ly toward a lower rather than a high- 
er level.

mission of acquired characters is not 
always the case, and the further an 
animal is bred from the original form 
or the mean average of the breed, the 
more certain the variations, hence 
the need of individual selection.

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milk production, they may not be 
much profit over cost of feed. In 
order to increase this it is better to 
eliminate entirely those producing 
little milk and fat, and feed an 
increased amount of grain and rough- 
age to the remaining animals in the 
herd. 

In order to select cows so as to de- 
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termine the high from the low pro- 
ducers it is necessary to keep a rec- 
ord of the amount of milk produced 
and the butter fat test. Although 
various methods have been given of 
taking samples and tests, every dairy-

ditions. When the habit of weighing 
milk daily’ has been formed it wil] 
be found to take very little extra time, 
and once begun will not be neglected, 
A two-day sample for butter fat tests 
will be found sufficient and will give 
a fairly accurate record of the butter 
fat content of each animal’s milk. The 
pounds of butter fat for the month 
can then be found by multiplying the 
test of each cow’s milk by the number 
of. pounds given during that month. 

A balance for the purpose of weigh- 
ing milk easily and quickly can be 
secured from any dairy supply house 
fora nominal sum. The so-called milk 
sheets to record the daily amounts of 
milk with a space for total pounds of 
miik, also test and total pounds of fat 
for the month can also easily be se- 
cured. Very often these can be home 
made and will serve the purpose equal- 
ly well. Such records kept for a year 
will enable the dairyman to better 
classify his stock according to pro- 
duction, and will also be of value in 
assisting toward a system of better 
feeding so that feed can be regulated 
according to the amount of milk given 
by the several animals in the herd. 
Work of this kind repays well for la- 
bor and time taken on the part of the 
dairyman, and no other kind of herd 
improvement can be taken up to bet- 
ter advantage.

A TRIBUTE 


For the second time within two 
months, God in his infinite wisdom 
has called at the Dalrymple home in 
Otselic, N. Y., and removed from our 
midst one who was a loving son, de- 
voted husband and brother and a 
steadfast friend to all who knew him. 

On Tuesday afternoon, April four- 
teenth about six o’clock, the Angel 
of Death entered the chamber of sick- 
ness, touched the brow of Charles C. 
Dalrymple, and bid his spirit silently, 
put swiftly to his home above. Charles 
C. Dalrymple, son of the late Isaac 
Dalrymple, was born Dec. 23, 1885 at 
the homestead in which his last days 
were spent. After passing his school 
days he entered into work of breeding 
thoroughbred Holstein cattle with his 
father. He remained at home until 
one year ago, Jan. 8, 1913, when he 
married Katie McMahon and bought 
a farm in Preston, N. Y. 

At his father’s death two months 
ago, he came home to run the farm, 
but his stay was very short. While 
only a lad Charles showed that he had 
inherited the love of cattle from his 
father who was a pioneer in the Hol- 
stein business and one who needs no 
introduction to the Holstein World. 
Although a co-worker with his father 
the developments and perfection of 
the herd, as it stands today is in no 
small measure due to Charles, who by 
consistent effort and close associa- 
tion with the animals with which he 
hoped to achieve success, approached 
his ideal of the high grade dairy cow. 

His, as well as his father’s policy, 
ever was, to improve the breed in 
general. With this motive in mind, 
he never could tolerate those who for 
the sake of dollars and cents and a 
record, would sacrifice the cow. 
Charles had not experienced good 
health for some time but no one 
thought the end was ‘so near. About 
four weeks previous to his death he 
consulted a physician who pronounced 
his case as a very serious case of ane- 
nia, a disease of the blood. Every aid 
for his recovery known to medical 
science was given but to no avail. He 
gradually failed until he passed quietly 
away, leaving a wife, mother and 
brother beside a host of friends, which 
he had made during his short life. 
Within a few hours of his death 
Charles showed an intense interest in 
his work. Each day the record book 
of the cows then under test had to be 
brought to his bedside and there he 
would scan the pages which had 
meant so much to him in the past— 
a book which told plainer than words 
the prints of many long, hard days and 
nights with its twelve o’clock milk- 
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ings. The writer had the pleasure of 
having a long talk shortly before his 
death. Even at that time his interest 
in the herd and in the breed had not 
waned. 

Charles received at his birth a good- 
ly heritage from his father, a man 
whose life both in the home and in 
dealings with men, was above re- 
proach, a man who though dead still 
lives with us in the example which 
he set, and in the remembrances of a 
ready and helping hand. While it 
may seem unjust this double bereave- 
ment, still we should not forget that a 
mind greater than ours has decreed 
it thus. Great as our loss may seem, 
infinitely more must be their gain. 
Charles’ last days of suffering were 
borne without a murmur. He only 
lived a short life but had learned to 
live it well. 

The funeral was held at Norwich, 
N. Y., and the remains laid to rest in 
St. Paul’s cemetery. (L. D. U.)

THE ANNUAL MEETING 
AT CHICAGO

Hotel Sherman, Chicago, Tuesday, June 
2, 1914, 2 P. M. 


The strength of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America was nev- 
er more apparent than in the splen- 
did body assembled here to-day for 
the first annual meeting of the na- 
tional organization ever held outside 
of New York State. 

The attendance is representative, 
and the gathering is typically Hol- 
stein, consisting of the men who have 
helped to make the breed famous on 
both sides of the Mississippi and from 
coast to coast—a genial, animated 
bunch, eager to tell the story of Hol- 
stein progress and glad to make new 
friends for the greatest breed of dairy 
cattle on earth. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


David Munroe and John L. Smith 
from Washington, J. W. McAllister, 
Jr., from California, Cortelyou from 
New Jersey, Fred F. Field from Mass- 
achusetts and Gregory from Vermont 
are here to remind one of the conti- 
nent wide scope of the Association. 
The breeders of Illinois have a glad 
hand of welcome for all; and Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan are quite in evi- 
dence, the latter maintaining its own 
State Association headquarters in a 
room where its activities are illus- 
trated and explained. 

New York State is represented by 
a delegation of fifty or more, the most 
of whom arrived this morning in two 
special cars from Syracuse, several of 
the breeders in this company having 
their wives with them. 

Of course, Secretary Houghton, as 
always, is “on the job,” smiling and 
well groomed, the picture of efficien- 
cy; Superintendent Gardner is point- 
ed out as one of the distinguished fig- 
ures in the convention, and with him, 
as ever, is Mrs. Gardner, a true help- 
meet—the two an honored pair in any 
company graced by their presence. 
President Hartshorn, now concluding 
his second term, delivered this morn- 
ing an address that adds another im- 
portant document to Association his- 
tory. Wing R. Smith, the “Watch 
Dog of the Treasury,” is an interest- 
ing member of the official family, hav- 
ing held his important office for a 
good many years, and being in addi- 
tion a pioneer breeder of wider repu- 
tation and one of the charter members 
of the National Association. 

Association politics is little dis- 
cussed outside of official circles. It 
is understood that Hon. D. D. Aitken 
of Flint, Michigan, will be a candidate 
for president; and Dr. Favill of Chica- 
go is talked of as a presidential pos- 
sibility. ‘The choice of the Associa- 
tion will probably fall upon one of 
these two. Mr. Aitken is a lawyer of 
ability, an ex-congressman and a 
breeder of some experience. He is a 
pleasant man to meet, conscientious 
and capable, and if elected to the 
presidency of the Association will 
fill the position with dignity and effi- 
ciency. Dr. Favill is one of the really 
big men of the Middle West, eminent 
in his profession, of rare scientific 
attainments, broad in his knowledge 
of men and affairs, a devoted student 
of dairy husbandry, and seriously in- 
terested in the practical handling of 
one of the most important Holstein 
breeding establishments in the State 
of Wisconsin. The best possible evi- 
dence of the quality of our Association 
is the fact that its membership in- 
cludes men of the caliber of Aitken 
and Favill. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Aitken was a promising 
candidate for the presidency when 
Mr. Hartshorn was elected two years 
ago.. It would therefore appear that 
his chances should be good at this 
time, especially as Dr. Favill—the 
only other possible candidate yet, 
mentioned at all—is not seeking the 
office and on the contrary is in favor 
of. Mr. Aitken’s candidacy. 

Today’s session is occupied wholly 
with, the work of organization, presi- 
dent’s address and reports of officers. 


A later wire from Mr. Hastings tells 
of the election of officers, with the 
following results: President, Hon. 
D, D. Aitken, Flint, Michigan; vice- 





president, Dr. H. B. Favill, Chicago: 
directors for two years: Mr. A A 
Cortelyou, Somerville, N. J., Mr. John

Directors for three years: Mr. W. A

were no contracts. Three hundred 
eighty-nine members were present and 
eighteen hundred sixty-four others 
were represented by proxy. Under the 
new constitution annual meetings aj. 
ternate east and west of the Highth 
Meridian. It was voted to hold the next 
meeting at Syracuse. The entire meet. 
ing was distinguished by the complete 
harmony of all factions. 


A Few Facts from the Report of 
Secretary Houghton. 


As we lack the space to publish 
the report of Secretary Houghton in 
full in this issue, we will give only a 
few of the more important facts 
shown by it. The receipts of the 
Secretary’s office for the past year 
have been $161,506.52, a gain of near- 
ly $41,400 over the preceding year. 
The balance on hand is $99,329.52, an 
increase of nearly $39,000 over 1913, 
and nearly $50,000 over 1912. 

During the year registry certificates 
have been issued for 21,040 males and 
33,958 females, showing a gain over 
1913 of 4676 males and 7007 females. 
Certificates of transfer were issued 
for 23,664 males and 40,143 females, 
showing something of the recent de- 
mand for Holstein cattle. This is a 
gain over 1913 of 4478 males and 9532 
females, and a gain over 1912 of 9199 
males and 17,261 females. 

During the past year 1107 new mem- 
‘ers have been added to the Associa- 
tion, while 61 have been claimed by 
death. Thus the total membership 
to May 1, 1914, is 6463. New York 
now has 1937 members, Wisconsin, 
954; Ohio, 621; Michigan, 429; Penn- 
sylvania, 305; Minnesota, 191; Massa- 
chusetts, 175; Vermont, 174; Iowa, 
158; New Jersey, 117; and California, 
115. It is interesting to compare the 
accession of 1107 as given above with 
the figures for thé preceding years, 
which were as follows: 752 in 1913; 
787 in 1912 and 824 in 1911. 

In view of these figures it would 
seem as though Holstein breeders 
had real cause for rejoicing, aid for 
looking into the future with confidence 
that even greater achievements will 
be recorded.

Although the first years were some- 
what discouraging, yet they marked the 
period of foundation building and _ initi- 
ative growth, which are necessary for 
the ultimate success and final develop- 
ment of any great enterprise. 

As we look back over these years, we 
cannot but feel that the foundations were 
well latd and the early planning well 
thought out. 

It is with a feeling of pleasure and yet 
a realization of great responsibility and 
earnest desire for the future, that I come 
before you to deliver my final annual 
address, as your chief executive. 

The two years that I have been so 
highly honored by this Association are 
the years of its greatest growth and most 
marked prosperity. , 

The credit for this prosperity is not 
due to myself, any more than it is to the

taken advantage of our opportunities, 
coupled with the ability of our cattle to 
meet the requirements placed upon them. 
’ We are here looking back upon a record 
of unparalleled achievements, and we are 
also 1ooking torward to a iuture Of UL- 
paralleled demands and possibilities, and 
it rests with us to prove ourseives equal 
to the occasion. Our cattle are ready 
to meet every emergency; let us not be

ao swive the most benefit from review- 
ing the growth of our Association and 
the growing popularity ot our breed, we 
must take into consideration the ele- 
ments entering in, thus causing such a 
growth, and also, if possible, nnd any- 
thing that may check that growth. 

One great teature that has called the 
attention of the dairy public to our breed 
of cattle is their great power of producing 
dairy products, the necessity of which 
we all recognize in our modern civiliza- 
tion. 

Our Advanced Registry system has 
placed before the public the great 
achievements and possibilities of the Hol- 
stein cow, and it is because of the con- 
fidence with which these records are 
received by the public that they have 
been encouraged to invest in uer on- 
spring; and this, coupled with the marked 
results obtained after thus investing, has 
so popularized our breed that the clamor 
for Holstein cattle has almost become a 
mad rush to all of the sales where they 
are to be sold. 

The prices our cattle have brought, and 
the ever increasing demand, together 
with the growth of our Association and 
its strong financial condition, cause us all 
to feel exultant over past achievements, 
but as we are enjoying this prosperity 
and development let us also remember 
that the older and stronger a tree be- 
comes, thé greater is the danger of decay 
entering its trunk, and, in consideration 
of this fact, let us guard well this giant 
oak of twenty-nine years of unparal- 
leled growth and see that we prune from 
it everything that will tend toward its 
final decay. 

We who are breeding the Black-and- 
Whites of today and those of us who have 
the responsibility of conducting the af- 
fairs of this Association, should ever keep 
before our minds the high ideals of those 
noble men who brought into being this 
organization, and look with disapproval 
and contempt upon any man who may 
adopt methods or use means that are 
detrimental to our breed, either in actual 
usefulness as dairy cattle, or their repu- 
tation as such. 

I am offering these words of admoni- 
tion, fearing that among the great num- 
bers of new members joining our ranks, 
some of them may be doing so with 
merely a selfish motive in view, not real- 
izing the importance of the calling of 
breeding and developing the Holstein 
cow, the animal upon which our national 
life, health and prosperity so largely de- 
pends. 

I am glad to say that most of our 
breeders have the ultimate good and 
future usefulness of our breed at heart; 
to such this nation owes a debt of grati- 
tude and coming generations will rise up 
to call them “blessed.” 

In the care and breeding of our ani- 
mals, we are not only influencing the 
breed, but we are affecting the future 
health, happiness and prosperity of our 
children. 

We are certainly engaged in a noble 
calling. Let us fully appreciate our op- 
portunity and the greatness of our re- 
sponsibility. 

As President of this Association, it has 
been my pleasant duty to meet with 
many local and state organizations, and 
it has been a source of gratification to 
note the interest and enthusiasm mani- 
fested in these meetings. 

I am convinced that much good has 
resulted from these gatherings, both in 
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arousing new interest and also in the 
dissemination of knowledge concerning 
our cattle, and I .would urge upon the 
members of this Association the :mport- 
ance of organizing these local clubs. 

it was my privilege the past year to 
again attend the National Dairy Show, 
and 1 wish to speak with commendation 
of its management and also of the great 
educational influence it is exerting over 
the dairy interests of this country. The 
bringing together of all the organiza- 
tions, representing the many ramifica- 
tions of the dairy interest, cannot but 
result in great good to all those inter- 
ests, and is well worth their hearty sup- 
port. 

The Round Table Conference held at 
the last Show, at which I had the priv- 
ilege ot being one of your delegates, was 
heid tor the purpose of discussing and 
periecting an organization that will serve 
as. a sort of clearing house for all of 
these different dairy interests, and the 
following is a summary of the proceed- 
ings of this most important gathering: 

“The meeting was called to order by 
President Van Norman of the National 
Dairy Show Association, following tne 
partaking of lunch by the delegates. Mr. 
Van Norman delivered an address on the 
subject, ‘Organization and Its Benefits,’ 
and what he saw as to the necessity for 
all branches of the dairy industry pulling 
together. He drew attention to the fact 
that there were 29 organizations repre- 
sented at the conference and that there 
were still others eligible to have been 
there, showing an immense value to all 
to be gained in the harnessing up of this 
tremendous strength for the national 
good of the industry. 

“General Manager Skinner was then 
introduced for the purpose of explaining 
why the Round Table Conference was 
called. Mr. Skinner said that he believed 
there was a need for the getting together 
of all the branches of the dairy industry 
for the common cause. From observation 
he found that some branches of the in- 
dustry were bitterly opposing each other, 
while, from the viewpoint of an outsider, 
the disagreements seemed -mostly to be 
the result of improper understanding of 
the other fellow’s viewpoint. Mr. Skinner 
expressed the hope that it might be 
found that the National Dairy Show 
could be utilized as a clearing house for 


.all such disagreements, and as the one 


place at which representatives from 
every branch of the industry might find 
themselves upon a common level from 
which they could advance the interest of 
the improved dairy cow and intelligent 
dairy farming. He also pointed out that 
there was a great deal of lost motion in 
the development of our industry, as a re- 
sult of the individual interest being all 
absorbing, citing as illustrations the 
breed men devoting their time and ener- 
gies to the advancement of their partic- 
ular breed of cattle; the milk producers 
spending much time in fighting for indi- 
vidual interest, which time would be bet- 
ter used in the development of big things 
on their farms; the ige-cream men’s 
difficulties in bringing about a proper 
understanding of the laws governing their 
industry, and making a lone fight to aid 
in the development of their interest; the 
creamery men occupying much the same 
position; the cheese men being without 
a national organization to take up their 
matters; and the milk dealers meeting 
with as perplexing problems as any 
branch; yet each and every one of these 
interests is literally dependent upon the 
development of the cow and they have 
enough in common to profitably devote 
a certain amount of time each year, as a 
whole, to the problem of higher efficiency 
and the general advancement of the in- 
dustry in all of its branches, which must 
be helpful to all. 

“This outline of an organization where- 
in each and every branch of the industry 
might stand on a common ground, having 
been presented and, apparently, well re- 
ceived by the delegates present, a motion 
was made that temporary organization 
be perfected for purposes of discussing 
the value of a national association, 
through which all of the interests of the 
dairy industry might find a clearing house 
for their joys and sorrows, which motion 
met with unanimous favor, and the 29 
delegates. then and there became an or- 
ganization, electing Dr. H. B. Favill of 
Chicago, a Holstein breeder, temporary 
chairman. Most of the delegates present 
were called upon to express themselves 
upon the subject of going into permanent 
organization, if such seemed to have any 
value. After a representative from prac- 
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tically every delegation was heard from, 
a motion to perfect a permanent organiz- 
ation was unanimously carried. The 
organization was titled, ‘Council of the 
National Dairy Show;’ by-laws and a 
constitution were adopted, and it was 
agreed to hold meetings of the full Coun- 
cil once a year at the time of the National 
Dairy Show, the directors to meet when 
any of the membership of the Council 
had matters of sufficient importance 
throughout the year to call them togeth- 
er. The officers elected for the first year 
were: Dr. H. B. Favill, President; F. J. 
MacNish, Vice-President; J. A. Walker, 
Treasurer; W. E. Skinner, Secretary and 
General Manager. The Directors are 
Loton Horton, New York; Dr. H. B. 
Favill, Chicago; R. B. Swift, Libertyville, 
Ill.; W. W. Marsh, Waterloo, Ia.; F. J. 
MacNish, Chicago; J. A. Walker, Chi- 
cago; John W. Knobbe, Chicago; E. J. 
Fellows, St. Charles, lll.; and J. J. Ross, 
lowa Falls, Ia.; so that there is now 
launched what can be made a tremen- 
dously potent force for good in the de- 
velopment of the dairy industry, and 
proper co-operation of all the collateral 
interests can bring about an organiza- 
tion whose influences can be made to be 
felt wherever required. 

“It is the first time that anything 
resembling a complete cohesion of all 
interests in the dairy industry has been 
brought about and all agreed that there 
is good ground for such an organizatien. 
The organization is formed in the altru- 
istic spirit of one for all, and all for one, 
and our Association at this conference 
will undoubtedly find that such an organ- 
ization can be of great service to aid in 
forwarding its branch of the industry.” 

I would, therefore, urge that a good 
strong delegation be appointed to attend 
the next annual meeting, and bring be- 
fore the executive committee any matters 
that may affect our welfare or the up- 
building of the dairy industry. 

The main purpose of all our shows, 
whether national, state or local, is educa- 
tional, and if they fail in this they are 
not accomplishing the purpose for which 
they were intended. 

The Holstein cow is a dairy animal, and 
if we are to instruct the public we should 
show them specimens of the breed, not 
only good as individuals but as pro- 
ducers, and, I am sorry to say, that 
many of the animals that are being 
shown, and not only being shown but 
winning the prizes, are not our best pro- 
ducing animals. 

To illustrate what I have in mind, I 
would cite an instance where a wealthy 
man, not knowing much about dairying, 
selected part of his foundation stock 
from a herd having the reputation of 
being great producers and later selected 
others from a herd that had gained a 
renowned reputation in the show ring, 
and the result was that in a short time 
he was willing to sell the last ones se- 
lected, even if at a sacrifice, while the 
first ones could not be bought at any 
price. 

At a recent show, a bull possessing 
marked dairy qualifications, was led into 
the ring, but, because he lacked a few 
minor show points, he was placed fourth, 
although as a dairy animal he was far 
superior to those placed over him. Two 
dairymen, who knew what a good dairy 
animal was, were overheard to _ say, 
“There’s a great dairy animal; why is 
he placed down there?” 4 

Now I do not wish to criticise this 
judge, for he placed the animals as nearly 
every other judge would have done, but 
I do say that our present system is in 
some respects misleading, rather than 
educational. I wished to speak of this 
in order that I may, if possible, impress 
upon the minds of the members of this 
Association the fact that the primary 
object in our breeding operations is to 
breed an animal that is pre-eminently 
an animal bred for the production of 
large quantities of dairy products, and 
let us show such animals to the public 
and not animals that will please the eye, 
regardless of producing ability. I say 
these things because I have the ultimate 
good of the Holstein cow at heart. 

As your President, the work and pro- 
gress of the Association in a broad and 
general way comes directly under my 
observation and study, and I am more 
than ever impressed with its importance 
and possibilities, and with the grave re- 
sponsibilities which we have imposed 
upon us as an Association, and with the 
burden which falls to the share of your 
Board of Officers and its executives. I 
know of no better way to impress you 
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with the magnitude of the work than to 
recite to you some facts in connection 
therewith. The mere details of this work 
require in their execution the services of 
a small army of 80 people in our offices. 
The postage paid in distribution of print- 
ed matter and correspondence reached 
$4,932.00 the past year. The weight in 
pounds of our printed matter, including 
our Herd-Book and the Blue Book, is 
not less than 46,300. Our system of ac- 
counting shows 43,000 separate entries of 
eash transactions, which reached an ag- 
gregate of $161,506,52. 

The spread of Holstein interests is 
shown by applicants for membership in 
our Association from thirty-three states 
of the Union, and in number 938, since 
our last meeting. Our income from this 
source alone was $27,725.00. I note also 
that our total reserve fund, with its ac- 
cretions of interest, is now $151,368.30—a 
sum equal to nearly the total amount of 
money received for memberships during 
the past ten years. 

I feel that a brief review of the work of 
the Association will be the most impress- 
ive way in which I can lead you to a 
clear comprehension of it. The full Board 
of Officers, as distinguished from the 
Executive Committee, which consists of 
but five members, has held three meet- 
ings during the year; the first at Syra- 
ecuse on the day following the close of 
the Annual Meeting of Members; the 
second at Chicago on October 31, 1913; 
and the third yesterday at this hotel. The 
Executive Committee, of which your 
President is a member, ex officio, has 
held meetings in Syracuse, on April 8 
and 9, 1914. 

In addition 
various special! 


to these, the meetings of 
committees have been 
held during the year. These include the 
Literary Committee, the Committee on 
Prizes at Fairs, the Committee on new 
Charter and revision of the By-Laws, and 
the Finance Committee. Each of these 
has transacted much work important -to 
the Association, and particularly so is 
the work of the By-Law Amendment 
Committee, whose sessions have been 
frequent and arduous. Thus it becomes 
apparent that many of our members are 
giving much valuable time and effort 
to the affairs of the Association, with 
no other thought of reward than that 
which comes from a duty well done in 
behalf of Holstein interests, and for 
which I bespeak the appreciative thanks 
of the membership. 

At the special meeting of the Board of 
Officers held in Chicago last October, 
much important business was transacted, 
including the acceptance of the Certifi- 
eate of Reincorporation under the Mem- 
bership Corporation Law of the State of 
New York; the determination of the place 
of holding the Annual Meeting; the con- 
sideration of the report of the Chairman 
of the Finance Committee and authoriza- 
tion of certain investments in bonds; and 
considerable routine business’ arising 
from the administration of the various 
departments. 

At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee held at Syracuse April 8 and 9, a 
very large amount of business was done, 
relating especially to the work of the 
Advanced Registry department, which 
was of such a nature as to require 
prompt determination. There were also 
considered at this meeting informal re- 
ports from the Finance Committee and 
other matters which had required special 
investigation, not to mention the large 
amount of routine business from the Sec- 
retary’s office. 

An adjourned meeting of the full Board 
of Officers was held in this hotel yester- 
day. At this meeting there were admit- 
ted to membership, after careful examin- 
ation of references, those persons whose 
applications for membership were on file 
at the close of the fiscal year and those 
also whose applications have been re- 
ceived since that date. At this meeting 
there were also presented the reports of 
all departments or officers, and that of 
the Auditing Committee; also those ol 
certain special committees, and many 
other details of business necessary to be 
considered and determined in advance of 
the Annual Meeting of Members. 

Much of this work is in the nature of 
routine, but all of it is given the fullest 
debate and most careful consideration, 
and it frequently occurs that a policy 
for future action must be laid down and 
finally determined. This is true, partic- 
ularly, of the work of revising and 
amending our By-Laws in conformity 
with the reorganization under the mem- 
bership corporation law of the State of 
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New York. One of the most desired re- 
sults is that we may now hold our meet- 
ings In any section of the country, but 
there have also been incorporated in this 
revise many important changes, which 
have been studied by the Committee from 
the viewpoint of the most efficient and 
desirable working of the Association, 
having especially in mind such rules as 
ure particularly adapted to our large and 
increasing membership. 

The work of the Literary Committee, 
under its appropriation of $15,000.00, I 
deem to be of the utmost importance, 
and the results of this liberal and pro- 
gressive policy of directing public atten- 
tion to the superior qualities of Holstein 
milk for domestic use, and particularly 
for infant feeding, has many times repaid 
the money expended. Also the dairy in- 
terests of the country have been immeas- 
urably benefited by the wider and more 
general adoption of Holstein cattle, whose 
large and profitable yields have brought 
prosperity to thousands of farmers. I 
deem it wise to continue this expenditure 
to the fullest extent which our income 
will permit, for there are yet many dairy- 
men unconvinced of the value of pure- 
bred cattle, whom it is impossible for 
us to reach in any other way than by 
advertising and free distribution of print- 
ed matter. 

The money expended by the Committee 
on Prizes, amounting to but $5,415.26, was 
earefully aportioneu in tnose states 
wherein the greatest benefit would result. 
This, too, is exceedingly important work, 
for, in many sections, our cattle are yet 
unfamiliar in appearance to the majority, 
and I do not need to tell you, who are 
before me, that a good Holstein cow is 
a most effective argument to the man 
seeking to establish or improve a dairy. 
Very many more people have been at- 
tracted to our breed through exhibits at 
fairs and the actual seeing of these dairy 
queens than have been converted to our 
breed by reading cold print. For the 
greater encouragement ot vwreeders where 
there are yet but few Holsteins, I par- 
ticularly commend the offering of prizes 
for cattle bred and owned in the state 
in which they are exhibited. In this con- 
nection I desire to impress most strongly 
upon you the vital importance of closely 
adhering to the true type of the Holstein 
in all of your breeding operations, and of 
giving but little thought to securing 
blood combinations which do not as well 
include large yields of milk, and typical 
conformation, with high fat percentages. 
No effort should be omitted to impress 
upon the observer and the beginner that 
the vigor, constitution, and most profit- 
able yields are to be obtained from the 
large type of our cattle. I, therefore, 
commend to you all, as breeders, a most 
eareful study of our scale of points and 
a careful, conscientious and persistent 
effort to secure uniformity of type in your 
breeding.

of work upon a self-supporting basis, 
when times, as now, are most propitious. 

I am advised by our Secretary, in a 
general way, of the extent of the work 
in the registration of pedigrees and trans- 
fer of ownerships. We are now recording 
upwards of 54,998 cattle per year and the 
changes of ownership noted upon record 
have reached 63,807 in the past twelve 
months. Our total sncome from these 
sources has reaced the sum of $109,968.75 
and our income from reserve funds and 
investments is about $6,000.00 annually. 
We are, however, providing in our annual 
appropriations for such an expenditure 
as will return to those contributing fees, 
through prizes and for the conduct of our 
business an amount as nearly correspond- 
ing to our income as good business judg- 
ment will permit. ‘ 

In reviewing the work of the Associ- 
ation, I am deeply impressed with the 
satisfactory results coming from the or- 
ganization of state and local Holstein 
clubs, whose efforts are supplementary 
to the purposes of the national Associa- 
tion and in the same general direction. 
These local organizations have a field of 
great importance and are rapidly be- 
coming factors’ in the wider introduction 
of the purebred Holstein, as well as in 
uplifting the dairy interests. 

I need not dwell upon the details of 
their operations. It is easily to be seen 
and understood that co-operation and the 
intimate association of breeders lead to 
a better understanding of their mutual 
needs and the ways of accomplishing 
the best results to the general good of 
all concerned; but I wish to point out 
that the work of these clubs can be made 
vastly more effective and far-reaching 
when under the patronage and direction 
of the National Association, which should 
act as their parent. The number of these 
organizations has now reached 107, of 
which 30 have been created during the 
year. The possibilities of usefulness of 
these clubs when under intelligent guid- 
ance and in connected action towards the 
promotion of Holstein interests, under 
well considered plans provided by the Na- 
tional Association, I believe is very great, 
and I commend to you the proposals of 
legislation by our Committee, which will 
be made known to you here today, as 
the first step in this direction of a fuller 
utilization of our powers of harmonious 
co-operation. 

The location of these clubs by states is 
as follows: Utah, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Kansas, Indiana, Connecticut and Cali- 
fornia, one each; Washington, Virginia, 
Oregon, North Dakota, New Hampshire, 
Missouri, Massachusetts and Idaho, two 
each;lowa and Ohio, four each; Minneso- 
ta, Maine and Illinois, five each; Pennsyl- 
vania, seven; New York, ten; Michigan, 
fourteen; Wisconsin, twenty-seven. 

Although this is the last time I shall 
appear before you as your chief-executive, 
yet I shall do all that I can to bring 
fresh laurels to the breed of cattle that 
has done so much for me, and in so doing 
I shall be doing service for this Associa- 
tion, for the great object for which we 
are organized is the perfecting and devel- 
oping of the Holstein cow. 

Lincoln once said to his private secre- 
tary that he wished it said of him, when 
he was gone, that he plucked the thistle 
and planted a flower, wherever a flower 
would grow, and if we can in any way 
aid in making the Holstein cow more 
efficient in her work of feeding mankind, 
we are certainly planting flowers that will 
brighten the path of those who come af- 
ter us, 

It is said that youth is folly, manhood 
Struggle, old age regret, but this is only 
true when life is spent in gratifying self- 
ish desires and selfish ambitions. If 
we are breeding our cattle with the high 
ideal of helping the world to live, as well 
as supporting ourselves and _ families, 
then will the struggle of life be worth 
the effort and old age will be a time of 
gratified enjoyment, and those about us 
will rise up to call us “blessed,” for the 
work we have acomplished.
